He substituted at 
the Rotary meetin g Tuesd ay for 
Dr. Roger E. Heerin g, Ohio’s state 
d irector of health, who was book­ 
ed as the speaker but was un able 
to come because of a d eath in his 
family.

A Troublesome Disorder and How It Is Relieved 
n* MLtcisa n. aukut tn. m d. 


Telephone Sente 
Everyone doubtless knows by now that 
long-distance time is short and precious. 
Long-distance 
telephoners have become 
conscious of time, and try to get their m es­ 
sages into briefer limits than 
before the 
war. Rut there are a few other points not 
always 
observed which would help busy 
people. 


There is the plea of the doctor, reported 
bv the telephone company, who begs peo­ 
ple to dial more carefully. He often has to i 
see patienta late at night, and tries to catch 
up a little on his lost sleep in the morning. 
He is often wakened by the ringing of his 
bedside phone for wrong numbers. People 
may want a night club, another doctor, a 
mission and other numbers. 
Dialing more carefully would save the 
time of others, also. One of the most d iffi­ 
cult th in g s to bear is the constant ringing 
o f telephones b.\ small children, who play 
at imitating their elders by dialing num. 
hers at random. Minutes are often wasted 
bv the person at the other end trying to 
find out what the call is for. Telephones 
ought to be placed where small hands can­ 
not get at them. It’s natural enough for 
the child to experiment, but not easy on the 
victim at the other end. 


N o w that people are easing up on war­ 
time economics, how about restoring front 
license plates for cars? They would make 
law enforcement easier, and would make 
the job of picking out the family bus in a 
parking lot le>- of a serious industry.

Twice a day the pntient is in­ 
structed to bathe the parts with a 
warm solution of potassium per* 


m arganute. Then » pre* »ration 
containing phenol or a pnin-reliev- 
irg drug is used in calamine lotion. 
This is applied as often as neces­ 
sary as well as after each bowel 
movement and before going to 
bed. 
Avoid Laxative* 
The patients are instructed to 
avoid using laxative drugs. The 
use of toilet paper is discontinued 
and replaced by using moist and 
dry cotton. A sedative or drug 
which quiets the nerves is given 
at frequent intervals at the start 
of the treatm ent but later is dis­ 
continued. 
The treatm ent must be carefully 
followed for a period of two 
months. In a large scries of pa­ 
tients in whom this treatm ent was 
used, relief was obtained in nine 
out of ten instances. 
There is a tendency for the dis­ 
order to return but the treatm ent, 
if resumed, will ngain overcome it.

Ru ssia has no air force 
She 
u sed ou rs du ring the war, herself 
dev eloping 
only 
one plane, the 
Storm ov ik—and she has no nav y . 
No one can see any possibility of 
her getting either in the v isible 
fu tu re, and the atomic bomb does 
not y et enter this pictu re. 
Bu t Ru ssia is intriu e. not only 
by Slav ic natu re bu t by political 
piefcimcnt. Ev en her army thinks 
politically 
on all occasions, with 
the dominating interest of a na­ 
tion now 
with great new-fou nd 
power, 
bu t again 
with mainly 
political power attained by a v ic­ 
toriou s position, a 
distinct from 
a world martial power or ev en a 
su perior indu strial power. 
1 thm k it is entirely accu rate to 
report the official position here as 
fearing Ru ssia politically , not oth- 
erwtse. Indeed, “ the only common 
criticism heard of By rnes is that 
he gav e grou nd 
on some points 
How cou ld it be otherwise when 
the British labor party (Attlee and 
Rev in particu larly ) won their re ­ 
cent election v ictory on the claim 
they cou ld deal with Ru ssia in a 
more friendly way than C hu rch­ 
ill, and therefore 
better. Theirs j 
prov ed no better than any oth er' 
way . 
This is a world condition now’. If 
nny one 
is going 
to keep tense 
abou t it, his diet will be off for 
a long time, as it will be a contin­ 
u ing condition. 
Then there was the fu ss ov er 
General M acArthu r's adm inistra­ 
tion of Japan. As I glean it, act­ 
ing state Secretary Achcson did 
actu ally 
speak 
for Mr. Tru m an 
(also incidentally Moscow) when 
he 
flu ng a few 
v olatile words 
across the Pacific 
to Toky o. He 
was at the White Hou se the day 
before. Bu t a day or so later, he 
entered a press conference, ask­ 
ing: 
“ How does ev ery one feel now 
that the storm is ov er?” 
Actu ally there is now no dis­ 
satisfaction with M acArthu r’s ad- 


mimstration in official 
q u arters, 
and I believ e the general senti­ 
ment is he is doing a su perior jo b. 
I am su re the war and nav y de­ 
partm ents 
think 
he 
w ill do a 
complete Job, if left alone. 
The trou ble on this score, I su s­ 
pect, was also somewhat political 
(leftist and commu nist) althou gh 
not 
intense. The most important 
statement MacArthu r has made as 
far as Washington is concerned, 
was the one tersely mentioned in 
dispatches, that he considers his 
position his last assignment. That 
was what many an administration 
au thority most wanted to hear 
For many a y ear the su spicion 
has 
absorbed 
some democratic 
qu arters 
that 
MacArthu r might 
want 
to ru n 
for a higher office 
nex t. His sev eral denials, and the 
belief of his 
fi icnds 
that he is 
withou t political ambitions, 
has 
failed to ex tirpate this su spicion, 
The domestic strike intensity , of 
cou rse, concerns thp economic fu ­ 
tu re of the cou ntry , and a* in the 
ca-e of Ru ssia, will be a continu ­ 
ing proposition.
